1t wus notlced
that many of the reports were scribbled
on screpa of paper stalned with blood,
The officers and men allke were black
with the dust of battle and had not slept,
shaved or washed for two days and
mighta, It s belleved that to-mormow's
fighting must be decislve, Severnl addi-
tional batterles of artillery and battal-
fons of infantry have arrived.

The hill slopes oa the northern slde of

the pass are atrewn with Greek dead,

mostly Evzones, splendid men, The
faces of many of the dead are as calm as
though asleep.

The town of Elassona i deserted by 1tn
